SAYS ASOUIT 


{Former Premier Says the 


British Course in Ireland 
Equals Blackést Annals 
of Lowest Despotism of 
Europe.

London, November .19.— Strong 
condemnation of the government’s 
Irish policy and reprisals in Ire- 
lamd was voiced by former Premier 
Asquith in a speech at the National 
Liberal club today. ~ He declared 
that cold-blooded, deliberate murder 
had been traced and credited to uni- 
formed servants of the crown and 
asserted things were being done in 
Ireland “‘by authority and incite- 
ment of the executive which would 
take a fitting place in the blackest 
annals of the lowest despotism of 
the European world,” 

“The plain truth ts,” said Mr. 
Asquith, “that since the adoption of 
this practice of reprisal, without 
parallel, so far as my knowledge 
goes, in the annals of ‘the British 
administration, justice has been put 
into the background and vengeance 
has been enthroned in its place. 
The executive, with its agents and 
servants. has allowed itself to te 
minister of a policy of blind, piti- 
less and indiscriminate revenge. 

“There is an overwhelming Case 
for inquiry, but as it Was con- 
temptuously and vigorously ecfused, 
one is obligea to draty one’s own 
conclusions,”

Deland made at Fulton Tower Fri- 
day night, he struck. Miss Waltz.a 
few moments after she had alighted 
from the street car. He said that 
Miss Waltz started for the sidewalk 
as she got off the car, but upon see- 
ing his automobile approach, turned 
back toward the car track, after the 
street car had passed on. 

On seeing her start toward the 
sidewalk, according to Mr. Deland'’s 
| Statement, he turned in toward the 
ear track, in an effort to avoid 
| striking the young woman. Unfor- 
‘tunately, she had started back just 
as he rned in, and was struck. He. 
States that one of the wheels passed 
over the young woman's body, al- 
though he applied his brakes as soon 
as possible, seeing that the accident 
would be unavoidable. 

The young woman was carried 
into a private home in the vicinity 
by Mr. Deland and others, and an 
ambulance was at once summoned. 
At’ the" hospital, it was found that. 
the automobile had. passed’ over her 
head and chest, dislocated her lower 
‘jaw. fractured. several of. her.ciba, 
gauged internal injuries.

BY “WIRETAPPING 


‘Separate South Carolin- 
ian From His Bank Roll. 
Abe Powers Is Arrested. 


Abe Powers, of St. Louis, Mo., was 
arrested Friday afternoon in con- 
nection with an alleged “wire tap- 
ping” swindle, on complaints of MM. 
C. Holley, of Aiken, S. C., who states 
that he had been swindled out of 
$11,000 in a fake horse race scheme. 
Detectives are investigating the 
circumstances, under the belief that 
ithe scheme may be a more exten- 
sive one than is indicated by the 
facts thus far brought to light. 
Mr. Holley states that at the time 
of the arrest of Powers, he had in 
hfs possession checks ‘aggregating 
in value $80,000 from which he be- 
lieves the <¢ leged swindle were 
socaiok to separate him bya sim- 
ilar scheme.

Geneva, November 19.—(By the 
Associated: Press,.)—Mandates, open 
diplomacy and the admission of for- 
mer enemy states to the league of 
nations’ furnished today’s material 
for discussing inthe assembly of the 
league of nitions. for the first 
time the word “revision” was pro- 
nounced—in connection with Article 
18 of the covenant of the league, 
which nrovides fo, ine registration 
of treaties or international engage- 
ments.. For the first time also the 
viewpoint of iabor,° as regards the 
league, Was presented by ‘ George 
Nicoll Barnes, of the British dele- 
gation, who gained applause when he 
declar-d that “g general peace is 
impossible until we have indtstrial 
peace, and iadustriai peace is im- 
possible unt:! labor gets its fall 
Share of the product of its own ef- 
fort.” 

Twice agai nthe admission of for- 
mer enemy states into the league 
was advocated. Labor was quoted 
by Mr. Barnes as in a large majority 
demanding it. There flow have 
been represented in the demands for 
the admission of the former enemy 
States South Africa, Great. Britain, 
Switzerland, Argentina and Scandi- 
navyia.

By decision of the United States 
circuit court of appeals, in New 
Orleans, yesterday, the time hon- 
ored custom of deducting exchange 
charges, on checks: drawn against 
state banks, has been forbidden. 
The action, which has. been the 
source of litigation in several courts 
since last spring. was brought by 
the American Bank and Trust Com- 
pany of Cordele, Ga,., along with 
more than 400 other state banks of 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Georgia and .-Florida, against the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta 
and its officers. 

The issue involved in the case 
was the right under the federal re- 
serve act of reserve banks to Col- 
lect checks at par sent to them by 
its member banks for collection, 
these checks being drawn on non- 
member state banks. The feieral 
reserve act prohibits a reserve bank 
from paying exchange to a’ bank 
to Which it sends a check for, col- 
lectiou. The state banks took the 
position that, not being members of 
the fed_ral reserve system, they had} 
a right to deduct exchange charges 
on checks, and s®ught by this suit 
to enjoin the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta from preventing them 
from deducting these exchange 
charges. 7 | 

Great Interest Aroused. 

The case aroused the greatest in- 
terest all over the country, the mat- 
ter of “par clearance” being -one 
of great importance not only to the 
Federal Reserve bank and to the 
state banks, but te the merchants 
and manufacturers and. the. public, 
generally. In this suit, “for ‘in- 
stance, the plaintiffs claimed that 
the value: of this right to deduct 
exchange chargés waS worth to 
them at least $1,000,000 annually. 

Th> litigation has been watched 
with great interest by business men 
and bankers all over the country. 
The decision of the federal circuit 
court of appeals sustains the posi- 
tion of the federal reserve board at 
Washington in regard to “par clear- 
ance,” as well as the position of the 
officers of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Atlanta. 

Some extremely important ques- 
tions arose in the litigation, one 
of which was Whether a Federal 
Reserve bank, under the federal re- 
serve act, is the same as a national 
bank’ under _the national banking 
act. Under the court’s decision, 
which was favorable to the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank, on this issue, as 
well as on all others, it has now. 
been judictally established, by proba- 
bly the highest court to which such 
a question could be taken, that the 
Federal Reserve bank stands in a 
different class and category from a 
national bank, or, in other words, 
are entirely different and dissim- 
ilar in law as well as in fact. 

May Appeal Further, 

The case originally was brought 
in January of this year by the 
American Bank and Trust Company

Suit Is Dismissed. 

Ay trial was had before him in 
Atlanta March 24, 1920, and, after 
a hearing, he dismissed the guilt, 
thereby deciding in favor of the 
f-deral reserve bank of Atlanta.

Improper inspection was. tc 
blame fdr the ,faulty shipbuilding 
he added, declaring that bad werk 
in a number of cases was “covere 
by paint.” . 

“Efficiency does not count wit! 
the ‘slipping board,’” he sald. “I: 
is inefficiency they want.” 

Bad inspection was to blame fo 
permitting these defects to go tc 
sea, Luckenbach said, and some o! 
the bad Work was glossed over with 
mere paint. 

The ship owner said his firm 
bought $22,000,000 worth of vessels 
from the board, “more than any 
one else had bought.” 

He also discussed ships under 


reonstruction by his firm which the 


goverment took over to bring to 

completion under the auspices of 

the board. The government had to 

pay $3,792,216 more for completing 

those ships than hia original con- 

tracts with the builders called for. 
$1,000 for Bali Club. 

This added’ cost included such 
items as $J,000 for a ball club at 
the Fore River Shipbuilding com- 
pany’s plant, $1,000 for a neigh- 
forhood society there ané@ another 
$1,000 for the shipyard band. So 
when the government offered to 
turn the ships back to him at the 
price they had cost the United 
States treasury, Luckenbach turned 
down the deal.

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HEARING FELD 
IN CRAWLEY CASE 


New Trial of the Famous 

Case Consumed by Full 
Day of Affidavit Reading 
by Attorneys on Both 
Sides. 


Gainesville, Ga., November 19.— 
(Special.)—Hearing of the extra- 
ordinary motion for a new trial in 
the case of the state vs. George 
and Decatur Crawley, Rose Crawley 
and Blaine Stuart, accused of the 
murder of Deputy Marshal Ben F 
Dixon, was held here today before 
Judge Tom Jones, of the Northwest- 
ern Georgia circuit. 

The hearing, which occupied the 
entire day, was consumed Aaltogeth- 
er with the presentation of affida- 
vits and other testimony by coun- 
sel for both sides. Argument by 
counsel] will be presented to the 
court in the form of briefs, and de- 
cision will be rendered after suf- 
ficlent time has been given for the 
preparation of briefs and due con- 
'° Y‘eration of the case by the court. 
The “Crawley case” has attract- 
ed wide attention throughout the 
state. Deputy Marshal Ben F. Dix: 
on was shot and killed at the moun- 
tain home of the Crawleys while he 
was searching for draft evaders 
during the war. At the first trial 
of the four defendants, jointly 
charged with the murder, held at 
Blairsville, county seat of Union 
county, verdicts of guilty were 
brought in against George and De- 
e-tur Crawley, while verdicts of 
guilty with the recommendation of 
mercy were broucht In against Rose 
Crawley and Blaine Stuart. The 
first two are now under sentence 
of death for the crime, while ttuse 
Crawley and Blaine Stuart were 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 

Make Plea for New Trial. 

In their plea for the new trial, 
counsel for the Crawleys, Hughes 
Spalding and John A, Sibley, of At- 


lanta, based their argument upon 
two grounds. Their first grounds 
are that it has developed since the 
trial that one of the jurors at that 
trial, Frank Spivey, is_ related 
within the prohibited degree, to the 
prosecutrix, Mrs. Ben F. Dixon, 
widow of the slain man, and that 
he was, therefore, legally disquali- 
fied from serving’ on the jury. They

for their motion that another ju- 
ror, Luther Chastain, since déceased, 
was disqualified from jury service 
by reason of prejudice and bias 
against the accused, stated both

In support of the first grounds, 
that of the relationship of the juror 
Spivey to Mrs, Dixon, many affi- 
davits were introduced, showing that 
Mrs. Spivey, wife of the juror, is a 
third cousin of Mrs. Dixon, The arm 
cestry of each was traced back in 
every affidavit to one Elias Jones.

Hackett Predicts Massagre. 
Francis Hackett, an associate edi- 
tor of “The New Republic,” a Kil- 
kenny Irishman born, but an in- 
habitant of the United States for 
the last 20 years, who hag recently 
been investigating in Ireland, told 
the commission that in his opinion 
the British were “out to get the 
higher command of Sinn Fein,’ ’and 
made the gloomy prediction that the 
“process is working up for mas- 
sacre.”’ 

Hackett said he was told by 


Arthur Griffiths, the active head of 
Sinn Fein in the absence of e 
Valera in this country, that Great 
Britain.noad 135,000 regular troops 
in Ireland; 8,000 of the Royal Irish 
constabulary; 1,000 newly recrwyited 
“blacks and tans,” oW auxiliary 
police, who had the rank of ser- 
geants; and from 6,000 to 7,000 
“black and tans” of the rating of 
constable. 

“This makes,” he said, “about 150,- 
000 troops for about 4,000,000 people. 
Before the war, in peace time, there 
were normally only 25,000 British 
troops in Ireland, and then mainly 
because Ireland was a great train- 
ing center.” 

He added that the British war 
office denies that it has more than 
0,000 men in Ireland at present. — 

“The English,” he went on, “main- 
tain that they are upholding law 
and order in Ireland; but the result 
of my investigation was to convince 
me that they are pursuing a po@icy 
of provocation, assassination, and 
murder. and making no effort to 
bring to book those members of their

He compared the handling of the

N Republican Courts in Control. 

Mr. Hackett said that mag- 
istrates and civil police had re- 
signed “in shoals,” and that -the 
people generally were submitting 
their eivil and other controversies 
to the republican courts. Barring 
only the’ nominal authority of Dub- 
lin Castle, he said, there would be 
little British dominion in [Ireland 
except that of the military forces. 

“Eighty per cent of the people 
are for Sinn Fein,” said Mr. -Hack- 
ett, who stated that he always had 
sympathized with the Sinn Fein 
movement. 

The judicial administration of. the 
Sinn Fein officials, the witness 
stated, includes formal, although 
secret “trial” of police, constab- 
ulary and soldiers charged with 
killing Irish citizens. . 

“Responsible Sinn Fein leaders 
told me,” said Mr. Hackett, “that 
these killings of policemen were an 
absolutely necessary act of justice, 
most of them having committed 
murder.” * 

Conditions in Ireland are “work- 
ing up to massacre,” Mr. Hackett 
said. He added that many of the

Of thexalleged destruction of co- 
operative creameries bythe crown 
forces, he declared that the losers 
had to bring suit under the “ma- 
licious injuries act” in the British 
courts, and that if damages were 
awarded them, they had to be made 
up from additional taxes imposed 
upon \the residents of the district 
where the destruction occurred. He 
alleged discrimination between 
British treatment of the north and 
south of Ireland, saying that an 
Ulster mn possessing arms illegal- 
ly was let off with a fine of five 
shillings or less, while a man from 
the south was liable to two: years 
imprisonment. He declared his sur- 
prise that the big merchants of} 
ireland actually favored Sinn Fein. 


Woman Pictures Military Rule. 


A picture of the military rule, 
maintained with armed lorries and 
tanks in Cork, Limerick, Dublin and 
other cities Was given by Mrs. King. 
who said that street shootings were 
nightly occurrences. She declared 
that Cork was patrolleds«with ma- 
chine uns and tanks and that cur- 
few was imposed nightly at 10 
o’clock with “a scurry of bullets 
as if to clear the streets.” 

A woman at Bantry, Mrs, King 
said, told her wf the Killing of 
her son by “black and tans.”

does not possess sufficient authority 
to dea] with Such questions since the 
majority of its representatives form 
a group of former belligerents and 
that the assembly alone is repre- 
sentative of the entire league and, 
therefore, competent to deal with 
the question. . 

Giuseppe Motta, president of Swit- 
zerland and head of the Swiss dei- 
egation in a speech today, held that 
the council and the assembly were 
two separate and independent or- 
ganizations, and it is probable that 
the committee on general organiza- 
tion will be called upon to scive the 
problem. 


British Delegate for Germany. . 
In advocating the immediate ad- 


mission of Germany and the other 
former enemy states to the league 
of nations, Mr. Barnes, of the Brit- 
ish delegation, spoke with much 
earnestness. Representing, as he did, 
the laboring people of Great Britain, 
said Mr: Barnes, he knew the great 
majority of them demanded that all 
the enemy states be admitted with- 
out delay. 

The British delegate recalled the 
fact that Germany iad taken part 
already in the Geliberations of the 
international labor bureau oestab- 
lished by the league. »° : 

“The people of Great 
whom I represent here,’ hg said, 
“do not forget the central empires 
plunged the world into war. They 
do not forget the misery and 
devastation caused. But the ques- 
tion now is to rescue the world 
from ruin, and the co-operation of 
the: former enemy states is needed.” 

Mr. Barnes in his speech, which 
was delivered in course of discus- 
sion on the report to the assem- 
bly made by the executive coun- 
cil of the league, spoke approvingly 
of the action of the council on some 
questions, but criticised its inaction 
during the last year while Poland 
and soviet Russia were engaged in 
hostilities. 

League Article Cited. - 

He cited Article 11 of the league 
covenant, providing ‘that any war 
or threat of war should constitute 
a matter of concern to the whole 
league and that it should take any 
action deemed wise and effectual to 
safeguard the peace of nations, end 
inquired why the council had not 
taken action under the artizle to 
prevent the Russo-Polish war. 

In re-énforcing his argument for 
speedy membership of ex-enemy 
states in the ieague, Mr. Barnes re- 
ferred to the instability of present 
economic conditions and the anoma- 
lies in exchange. \ 

“What is needed above ali,” he 
said, “is greater production and the 
utmost freedom in busingss transac- 
tions between the diff3rent coun- 
tries, and this is unobtainable as 
long as the world is divided into 
two camps.” 

The assembly, which customarily 
listens to a speaker without mani- 
festing its sentiments until he has 
finished his remarks, broke into 
general applause at this point. 

“Countries kept out. from asso- 
ciation with us will form an asso- 
clation of their own,” the British 
delegate added, “and we Shall re-

Peter J. Sullivan, investigator for 
the shipping board, testified that 
he was sent to Nogalez, Ariz., short- 
ly after he began uncovering irreg- 
ularities in New York. He testified 
that he ascertained that David Ham- 
mond, purchasing agent for the 
board, was drawing $55 a week 
from the New York and Porto Rico 
Steamship company and got a pres- 
ent from the company equivalent 
to a year’s salary. All the time, 
Sullivan declared, Hammond was 


getting $6,000 a year from the gov- 
ernment. A&A subsequent witness tes- 


coal eagerly from the Berwin S. 
White company, one of whose offi- 
cials was a. large stockholder in 
the New York and Porto Rico 
Steamship company. 

Martin D. Jewell, another inves- 
tigator, said he ascertained that 
from June, 1917, workmen drawing 
government pay for supposedly 
building government ships were ac- 
tually working on private ships.

OF CAR COMPANY 


Seven-Cent Fare to Col- 
lege Park Will Be Allow- 
ed as Soon as $250,000 Is 
Posted. 


pe the posting of a bond 
for $260,000 with the clerk of the 
superior court by the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company, the power 
company may collect seven cents 
fare on the College Park-Atlanta 
line, for which the company must 
give a receipt for two cents to each 
passenger, accordin Oo an order 
signed Friday by Judge John T. 
Pendleton in the superior court. 

“This order supersedes the order 
signed November 10, which upholds 
the validity of a contract between 
the city of College Park and the 
power company, in which the ra 

of fare is fixed at five cents, and 
is effective pending the decision = 
n 
the case. In the event that the 
higher court upholds the decision of 
the lower court, each two-cent re- 
ceipt will be redeemabl> at the 
value of two cents, with 7 per cent 
interest, within sixty days at the 
office of the company in Atlanta. 
If the vouchers are not cashed 
within that time they are void. If 
the higher court reverses the lower 
court the receipts are valueless im- 
mediately the decision is rendered. 


Will Charge Seven Cents. 


As soon as the receipts are print- 
ed the company will begin charging 
the sevén-cent rate. 


The first hearing in the injunc- 
tion brought by the city of De- 
catur against the power company to 
prevent an increase in fares en the 
Decatur line was begun “Friday 
morning before Judge John: E, 
Hutcheson, of the Stone Mountain 
circuit, in the library at the state 
capitol. The pleadings in the case 
were read Friday and the case was 
continued until next Friday. 

The College Park case is similar 
to the Decatur case. The fight of 
the former is based on an ordinance 
passed by the mayor and council 
of College Park, November 6, 1905, 
granting the right of the company 
to double-track its line from Atlanta 
ta, College Park, with the proviso 
that no more than five cents could 
be charged on the lines, and a writ- 
ten communication to the mayor and 
council, signed by Preston §S. Ark- 
wright, president of the company, 
agreeing to the term of the ordi- 
nance. 

The contract between the com- 
pany and the city of Decatur was 
the outgrowth of the desire of the 
company to take up certain un- 
profitable tracks, and consists of an 
agreement for a five cent fare, ex- 
ecuted in 1903 by the mayor and 
council of Decatur and president and 
directors of the company. 

Order of Court. 


Judge Pendleton’s order follows: 
The Mayor and Council of College Park

Georgia Railway and Power'Co., et al. 

A bill of execptiongs having been pre- 
sented, to review the judgment granting 
an interlocutory injunction in the above

DENYING MURDER, 
MARINE WEEPS 


Port Au Prince, Haiti, November 
19.—Freeman Lang, former Ameri- 
can marine, charged with the mur- 
der of nine Haitian prisoners, again 
took the stand today in his own be- 
half. He, denied specififally every 
accusation: against him. He frankly 
admitted, however, Killing one 
bandit chief with a machine gun at 
Hinche while he was attempting to 
escape. He fired at the bandit from 
his own front porch, he said, 

Lang testified.after four native 
gendarmes had taken the stand and 
declared they saw him murder 
several prisoners, bringing the num- 
ber of victims up to nine. 

Each witness went into detail and 
described how the natives were shot. 
One witness was confused on the 
point as to whether the prisoners 
were shot while attemptihg to 
escape. 

Suffered Weeping Attack. 
Just.after beginning his testimony 
Lang suffered a nervous weeping 
attack, 

A Haitian courier who was called 
to the stand described Lang as “very 
young, of blonde: hair and very 
beautiful.” “The beauty of Lang,” 
the witness added, “makes a strange 
contrast with the acts for which he 
had been reproached.” 
Taking the stand after Captain 
Patrick Kelly, of the local gendar- 
merie and the jail sergeant had de-¢ 
nied every charge regarding whole- 
sale murder, Lang declated that he 
had shot only one Oprisoner. ‘This 
was a division bandit chief,” he said 
“who was brought from the jail by 
a gendarme to my residence for 
questioning. The bandit chief re- 
fused to talk and was ordered re- 
jailed. He tried to escape from the 
gendarme, who fired twice, missing 
him, I quickly got a machine gun, 
firing a spurt of bullets, killing him 
instantly. The reported occurrance 
was told all right.”
